Sec. ] E IT ENACTED by the 

koe Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the State of Mississippi in Gen- 
eral. Issembly convened. That there shall be 
holden on the third Monday in January 
next a special term of the superior court 
of law and equity for the county of A- 
Adams, which term may be continued 
for twelve judicial days, if business so 
Jong require it, and no longer: At which 
said term the court may try all causes 
at law and in equity which may be doc- 
etted for trial, or set for hearing, and 
hear and determine all motions, euter 
all orders, and do and all things inci- 
dent to the superior court of said coun- 
ty, as:might be done at a regular term 
of said court; Provided, that no process 
in civil cases (subpoenas excepted ) shall 
be returnable to the said special term 
ef said court. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That 
it shall be the duty of the clerk of the 
said court to issue a precept to the she- 
riff of said coucty. to return the same 
umber of jurors to the said special 
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court, as are required at its regular ses- 
sion. to be drawn in the manner prescri- 
bed by law. and shall also issue sub- 
poenas and all other necessary process 
preparatory to the trial of causes in said 


court.

To divide the State of Mississippi into 
Judicial Districts, and for other purposes. 
Sscrion 1. Be it enacted by the Senate 
and House of Representative of the State 
of JMisstssippe in General Assembly conven- no 
ed, That the State, for the time being, mE — 
shall be divided into four judicial dis- Gistents. 
tricts, namely. the counties, of Warren, 
Claiborne and Jefferson, shall consti- 
tute the first district; that Adams, 
Franklin and Lawrence counties shall 
constitute the second district: that 
Wilkinson, Amite, Pike and Marion 
counties shall constitute the third dis- ` 
trict; that Hancock, Wayne, Greene 
and Jackson counties shall constitute 
the fourth district. There shall be a Judee to be 
_ judge appointed for each of said dis- anpuinted for 
tricts, and it shall be the duty ‘ofsaid each district, 
judges to hold a court in each of the 224 to bold 
counties in their districts respectively, Pa oe 
twice in each year, at the usual place 
of holding courts in such counties, and ,

tively, shall have power and authority 
to issue writsof injunction, and ne exeat, 
when the-case may require it. And the 
said judges, in their respective dis- 
tricts, shall have power and authority. 
to issue writs of habeas corpus, certio- 
rari, and all other remedial and other 
writs, returnable to their courts respec- 
tively, as the case may be, and which 
are graniable by the judges. ex-officio : 
Provided always, that the said courts 
shall not have original jurisdiction in 
civil cases where the matter or sum ig 
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€ontroversy does not exceed fifty dol.

And be it further enacted, That 
all offences against. the laws of this state 
committed within the limits of the same, 
en lands to which the Indian claims has 
not been: extinguished, shall be cog- 
nizable in the superior court of the 
eounty to which, the defendant may be 
brought, or in which he may be found.

Orgamzing the Supreme Court, ànd for 
the admission of Attornes and Counsels

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the State of 
Mississippi in General Assembly convened, 
That the supreme court shall consist, 
for the time being, of four judges, any 
two of whom shall be sufficient to con- 
stitute a court : The judges shall be ap-~ 
pointed and commissioned judges of the 
supreme and superior courts of the 
state of Mississippi, and take an oath 
of office, as prescribed in the constitu- 
tion, which oath may be administered 
by any judge or justice of the peace, 
and the certificate of the taking of which 
shall be recorded in the supreme court, 
` and the districtin which each judgeis to 
reside and perform his duties ofjudge of 
the superior court, within his distri¢t, 


~. 
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shall be designated at the time of hiš 


appointment, and be so expressed in 
his commission. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That 
the said court shall be holden twice in 
every year, at the court-house in Adams 
county, and each term may continue, 
until the business depending therein 
shall be dispatched. The said court 
shall be held on the first Mondays of 
June and January in each year- 

Src. 3. And be it further enacted, That 
the judges of the supreme and superior 
eourts, and each of them, shall have 
power and authority to issue forth writs 
ef error to the several superior courts, 
to remove any judgment or decree, ej- 
ther at common law or in chancery, in- 
to the supreme court, and also writs of 
certiorari, habeas corpus, and all remedial 
and other writs and process, properly 
allowable by any of said judges, return- 
able to the supreme court; and the su- 
preme court shall hear and determine 
all manner of pleas, plaints and causes, 
both at law and in equity, which shall 
be removed and brought before it, from 
any of the superior courts, and all cau- 
ses, matters and things cognizable in the 
same; but no cause shall be remoyed 
into the supreme court until after a final 
‘judgment in the court below, except 
where the judge or judges in the court 
below shall doubt as to the law, or rule 
ei decision, and in that case, he or they 
may respite the final judgment, and res 
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fer fhe question to thesupreme court for 
their determination: and if the point or 
question does not appear on the record, 
it shall be the duty of the judge of the 
court below, to state the same in writ- 
ing. and send it with the other proceed- 
ings in the cause to the supreme court, 
which shall have power and authority 
to grant judgment- thereon, according 
to the right of the matter, except it be 
necessary in consequence of the deter- 
mination of the supreme court that facts 
be ascertained, or damages be assessed. 
by a jury, in which case, the cause shall 
be remanded to the court from whence 
it was brought. | | 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That 
no writ of error shall operate as a su- 
percedeas, nor shall any supercedeas. 
be granted of any judgment, unless the 
plaintiff or plamtifiS in error enter inte 
bond, with a good and sufficient securi- 
ty. to be approved of by the judge 
granting the writ, or the clerk to whom 
the writ is directed, in double the a-

a copy of the citation served on the de- 
fendant, to dismiss the cause; but the 
same may be reinstated on the docket 
at any time during the term, on show- 
ing cause to the satisfaction of the 
court. It shall be the duty of the clerk 
of the supreme court to enter, ona 
docket, to be kept for that purpose, a 
list of all causes brought by writ of er- 
ror or otherwise, into said court, ac- 
cording to priority, and the errors as- 
signed; and said causes shall be tried 
by said court at the return term, unless 
satisfactory cause be shewn for a con- 
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court in any cause, it shall be the duty: 
of the clerk thereof to certify such 


judgment to the clerk of the court from 


which the cause came, together with a 
bill of the costs, which shall have ac- 
crued in the supreme court; and it 
shall be the duty of the clerk below, 
immediately upon the receipt of said 
certificate, to issue execution, if judg- 
ment be rendered for the plaintiff be- 
low, for all the money, together with 
all costs, interest and damages which 
may be due by the plaintiff in error,

And be it further enacted, That 
there shall be no discontinuance of any 
suit. process. matter or thing, returned 
to or depending in the supreme court, 
although a quorum of judges shall fait

court, or the sheriff attending the same, 
may adjourn the said court from day 
to day for four days successively...

Wurreas, it hath been represented 
that a number of individuals, composing 
the Roman catholic society of christians 
within the city of Natchez and its vicin- 
ity, by their agent, William Vousden, 
Esquire, purchased of William Barland, 
on the seventh day of January, one 
thousand eight hundred and two, two 
lots or parcels of land, within the city 
of Natchez, viz: one lot, whereon the 
Roman catholicchurchor place of wor- 
ship then stood, thé other lot, being the 
usual place of interment used by the 
said society of christians; and by rea- 
son of the said society of christians not 
being vested with any corporative ca- 
pacity, they are legally unable to hold 
or perpetuate their just rights to the 
said lots or parcels of land, and are 
otherwise legally incapable of mana- 
ging the temporal concerns of said so- 
ciety of christians, and whereas, the le- 
gislature are willing to grant relief in 
the premises and to communicate equal 
encouragement and privileges to every 
association, whose object is to promote 
religion and morality, Therefore, to en- 
able the said society of christians to 
hold and enjoy the said lots or parcels 
of land in fee simple, as purchased of 
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the said William Barland, and to ena.. 
ble them to manage their temporalties 
generally, as a body corporate, accor- 
ding to the usual course of law: 
Secrion 1. Be it enacted by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the State of 
Mississippi, in Generat Assembly convened, 
That Anthony Campbell, Daniel M’- 
Graw, Peter Tiernan, Joseph Vidal, 
James Berthe,John Lombard and Leon- 
ard Pomet be, and they and their suc-

sell, alien and convey, at their pleasure, 
and by the same name, they and their 
successors, shall be capable and liable 
in law, of suing and being sued, plead- 
ing and being tmpleaded, in all manner 
of actions, Suits and controversies, in 
law and equity or otherwise, and to do 
and perform all acts and things inci-
